The depu ty director of financial crimes for the 
Illinois Attorney General’s office will meet Friday 
with State’s Atty . Patrick E . Ward to discu ss alleged 
absentee v oting irregu larities which su rfaced in the 
April 15 city elections. Ward lau nched the probe 
based on the large nu mber of absentee ballots cast, 
in comparison with the last city election. 
Michael Mu rphy , who is based in the Chicago 
attorney general’s office, was ex pected to assist in 
possible grand ju ry proceedings and prosecu tion of 
those inv olv ed. Ward said the financial crimes sec­ 
tion of the department is inv olv ed becau se of the 
termed “white-collar crim e” su spected. “This isn t 
y ou r av erage criminal element,” Ward said in re­ 
ferring to the natu re of his inv estigation. 
The inv estigation has centered on 515 absentee 
v oters, some of who were su spected of being co­ 
erced into v oting absentee by campaign work ers in 
a door-to-door campaign in the day s prior to the 
election. 
The nu mber of absentees compares to 55 cast in 
the 1971 city election. Of the 515, an estimated 222 
were tak en from the City Clerk ’s office on behalf of 
the campaign of Jim G. Bu rk e. An additional 51 
were coded with the name of Thomas Densmore. 


Both candidates were su ccessfu l in their bid for 
election as city commissioners. 
Two fu ll-time inv estigators from the Dix on Po­ 
lice and Lee Cou nty Sheriff’s Departments hav e 
been assigned to perform follow-u p work on the in­ 
v estigation. Detectiv e Howard Swegle and Chief 
Depu ty Sheriff Eu gene Lu tz were assigned to inter­ 
v iew the v oters whose names appeared on the ab- 
S6nt66 lists 
After Ward receiv ed the lists from City Clerk 
Mary Cook , the city filed su it against Ward’s office 
to stop any fu rther deliv ery of election materials to 
Ward u ntil a cou rt decision is made. 
Althou gh no date had been set for a hearing on 
the su it, Chief Circu it Ju dge Jam es E. Bales has as­ 
signed the case to Oregon Circu it Ju dge F. Law­ 
rence Lenz. Ju dge Bales said the reassignment was 
prompted to assu re that none of the Circu it Cou rt 
ju dges in the Lee Cou nty Cou rthou se who v oted in 
the election wou ld decide the issu e. 
Ward continu es to k eep a lid on fu ll resu lts of 
the inv estigation, say ing “We fou nd a little bit of ev ­ 
ery thing.” 
Of the absentee v oters interv iewed, Ward did 
say 95 per cent of them named one candidate as be 
ing the one who confronted them. Ward wou ld not 


name the candidate. 
Were indictments retu rned against campaign 
work ers or candidates in the election, and those 
persons conv icted of crimes locally , the ou tcome of 
the election was not ex pected to be changed. Su ch a 
change wou ld hav e to come from the State Elections 
Board. 
Many of the residents who v oted absentee were 
elderly . Some told inv estigators they were told they 
cou ld v ote absentee in their homes instead of on 
election day . Still other said they were told they 
cou ld v ote part of the ballot absentee and then v ote 
the remainder on election day . 
The inv estigators were mak ing a thorou gh 
check of all addresses listed on the v oter lists to v er 
ify that su ch addresses ex ist. Also being check ed 
were persons’ names on the lists to v erify their sig­ 
natu re. 
It is ex pected that a nu mber of the absentee v ot­ 
ers wou ld be called u pon to testify at grand ju ry 
proceedings. No date had been set for the session. 
At the ou tset of the inv estigation, Ward said his 
office wou ld seek charges of su bornation of perju ry 
against certain persons. The charge accu ses per 
sons of ask ing someone to falsify a statement u nder 
oath for the benefit of a single candidate. 


Disturbance leads to five charges 


Fiv e charges were placed 
against a 29 -y ear-old Dix on 
man by Dix on Police following 
a series of incidents early to­ 
day . 
Richard Bader, 29, 1506 W. 
Second St., was charged with 
assau lt, two cou nts of criminal 
damage to property , reck less 
condu ct and aggrav ated bat­ 
tery . 
According to reports, Bader’s 
wife, Barbara, was told by her 
children their father had been 
to the hou se sev eral times and 
was in an angry and u pset con­ 
dition. Mrs Bader took the chil­ 
dren to her parents’ hou se, then 
sent her brother, Wade Ohman, 
back to the Bader hou se to pick 
u p her check s and sev eral other 
items Ohman, who signed a 


complaint against Bader, told 
police when he arriv ed at the 
Bader home he walk ed in and 
discov ered the su spect standing 
in the k itchen hallway with his 
back to him. Ohman told the 
su spect he came to pick u p 
some of Barbara’s things. When 
Bader tu rned arou nd, Ohman 
cou ld see a k nife in his hand He 
said Bader told him to get ou t of 
the hou se and started to walk 
toward him. Ohman started to 
leav e and then heard a crash 
when Bader allegedly k ick ed 
the door open and told him not 
to tou ch the doork nobs becau se 
they were wired. Ohman told 
police he got in his car and went 
to his home, when he called po­ 
lice. 
When police arriv ed at the 


Bader home they check ed the 
hou se bu t cou ld not find any one. 
After hearing noises on the 
roof, an officer crawled throu gh 
a window to get on the lower 
roof of the hou se where he spot­ 
ted Bader ly ing down on the 
peak of the roof with a k nife in 
his hand The su spect dropped 
the k nife after being ordered to, 
then slid off the roof. 


The Dix on Fire Department’s 
Emergency v ehicle was called 
to transport Bader to KSB Hos 
pital where he was treated and 
released 


While being fingerprinted at 
the Dix on Police Station, Bader 
ask ed to talk to the sergeant 
abou t dropping the reck less 


condu ct charge. When the offi­ 
cer said the charge wou ld not 
be dropped he grabbed the han­ 
dle of another officer’s hol- 
stered weapon and had to be 
su bdu ed. 


Bader was charged with ag 
grav ated battery for the inci­ 
dent at the police station One 
cou nt of criminal damage to 
property was placed against 
the su spect for break ing a win­ 
dow at Reu ter’s Fina Station on 
W Third St. The other three 
charges were placed against 
Bader for the incident at his 
home where he allegedly u sed a 
gu n to damage contents of the 
hou se. Bader was being held in 
jail withou t bond and will ap­ 
pear in cou rt at a later time

Bridge costs under estimates

The Dix oaCity Cou ncil, resigned in recent 
months to seeing bid after bid ex ceeding esti­ 
mated costs, got pleasant news at Monday 
night’s meeting at City Hall. 
The Peoria Av enu e Bridge rebu ilding is 
going to cost less than was estimated. The 
bids for the project were let Friday on the job 
and Ladd Constru ction Co.’s low figu re of 
$636,869 is $12,131 below engineering esti­ 
mates of $649,000. 
The sk y rock eting costs of the bridge job 
had been a sou rce of cou ncil worry in the clos­ 
ing day s of the past fiscal y ear. 
Commissioner Jim G . Bu rk e su mmed it u p 
Monday night with a sigh of relief and the 
statement, “I thou ght it might hav e boiled 
down to black topping the bridge and calling it 
good.” 
Approx imately 7 0 per cent of the cost to re­ 
pair the bridge will come from Federal Aid 
Urban fu nds administered by the State De­ 
partment of Transportation. The other 30 per 
cent will be assu med locally . The local share 
will be drawn from motor fu el tax shares. 
Federal rev enu e sharing fu nds cannot be 
u sed becau se federal fu nds can’t be u sed to 
match federal fu nds. 
A break down on the contract shows $445,- 
808.30 will be prov ided in FAU fu nds. Local 
share will be $191,060.7 0. Of the local share, 
the Lee Cou nty Board has agreed to pay $90,- 
000. That leav es the city ’s share at $101,060.7 0. 
The contract calls for rebu ilding and wid­ 
ening of the bridge deck from 50 feet to 60 feet. 
The Peoria Av enu e Bridge repairs came 


into focu s later in the cou ncil meeting when 
Phy llis Healy , ex ecu tiv e manager of the 
Chamber of Commerce, ex pressed concern 
ov er bridge constru ction du ring the Petu nia 
Festiv al. She was particu larly concerned 
ov er the rou te of the Parade on Ju ly 6. The pa­ 
rade traditionally crosses the Peoria Av enu e 
Bridge and disassembles in the Page Park 
area. 
Bu rk e commented, “If the constru ction is 
u nder way , it doesn’t seem practical for the 
parade to cross it.” 
The possibility of the parade u sing the Ga­ 
lena Av enu e bridge was mentioned, bu t it was 
thou ght the State Department of TYansporta- 
tin wou ld not lik e to see that span closed by 
the parade, particu larly with the Peoria Av e­ 
nu e Bridge u nder constru ction. 
The possibility of ending the Parade at 
Peoria Av enu e and Riv er Street was men­ 
tioned. 
A req u est by the Yellow Cab Co. to close 
between the hou rs of 1 a.m. and 5 a.m. u ntil 
Oct. 1 was discu ssed. 
Commissioner Arthu r Tofte, in ask ing 
cou ncil sentiment, said many nights there are 
no calls at all du ring those hou rs, bu t a driv er 
and phone operator mu st be k ept on du ty . 
City Attorney Tomas Magdich ex plained 
to the cou ncil, which ex pressed a desire to try 
the plan, the city cab ordinance cou ld be 
changed or a resolu tion cou ld be passed to 
su spend enforcement of that part of the ordi­ 
nance for a specific time. 
Commissioner Walter P. Lohse said he felt 
the req u est was a reasonable one and “we 
Assistant attorney general 
to confer on vote probe 


shou ld try it.” Lohse proposed action on the 
resolu tion to su spend the ordinance at the 
nex t meeting on May 19 and hav ing it go into 
effect on Ju ne 1. 
Lohse told the cou ncil that closing of the 
contract for the city ’s pu rchase of the Bean- 
blossom park ing lot is tentativ ely set for 
Thu rsday . 
Price of the lot will be $65,000. 
“We’ll hav e to borrow the money and pay 
it back from park ing meter receipts,” Lohse 
ex plained. “We hav e not u sed park ing meter 
fu nds for any thing other than park ing lots and 
we are in good shape. Almost all the present 
lots are paid for.” 
Lohse went on to say he felt the amou nt he 
borrowed shou ld inclu de money to resu rface 
the lot and fix it u p 
Bu rk e said he wou ld prov ide Lohse with 
estimates on repairs to the lot, inclu ding 
plans drawn by Architect John McLane Jr., 
for plantings and beau tification. 
The regu lar bu siness condu cted at the 
meeting was mostly rou tine. Designation of 
du ties of commissioners was approv ed, with 
Ix >hse again heading the accou nts and finance 
departm ent; Tofte remaining as commission­ 
er of pu blic health and safety ; Bu rk e mov ing 
to commissioner of pu blic property and 
Thomas A Densmore assu ming du ties as 


commissioner of streets and pu blic improv e­ 
ments. 
All of the city ’s department heads and offi­ 
cials were reappointed. The break down: Ed 
Pierce, fire chief; Earl Kelchner, police 
chief; Clarence Hill, su perintendent of the 
sewage treatment plant ; Ed Slain, Oak wood 
Cemetery su perintendent; Charles Sterrick - 
er, street su perintendent; Darlene Herzog, 
comptroller and treasu rer; Arlene Fahs, as­ 
sistant treasu rer; Mary Cook , city clerk , Al­ 
bert Callahan, assistant city clerk , and Mag­ 
dich, city attorney . 
In the only other action, the cou ntil: 
—Approv ed a plan by radio station WIXN 
to air liv e broadcasts of city cou ncil sessions. 
The only q u estion on the req u est came from 
Lohse who wanted to k now “Can we restrict 
them from doing so if we desire." Magdich 
ex plained the cou ncil had that right, bu t said 
if the broadcasts had no “disru ptiv e influ ­ 
ence” on the sessions, he thou ght it wou ld be a 
“good thing” becau se “the more people find 
ou t what we’re doing here, the better off we ll 
be.” 
—Accepted and placed on file the minu tes 
of the Plan Commission meeting of April 30. 
—Rev iewed the v ote canv ass of the April 
15 general election and determined the total 
v ote cast was 4,133.

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Big government breeds 
bigger government 


Man has inhabited earth I

Big gov ernment breeds bigger 
gov ernment—especially in times of 
crisis. That has become a tru ism. 
And, the best recent ex ample of this 
is the so-called energy crisis with 
which the United States has been be­ 
set for the last two y ears. 
Efforts to cope with the “crisis” 
hav e bred new agencies at both the 
state and federal lev els. Unfortu ­ 
nately , new agencies mean more 
than ju st adding bu reau crats and 
additional bu dgets to the cost of gov ­ 
ernment. They also mean new ru les, 
regu lations and controls, all part of 
the self-ju stification process for con­ 
tinu ation of the agencies. 
Sadly , long ex perience shows 
that these seldom meet ex pectations 
and the good they do is not often 
worth the cost, either in dollars or in 
loss of freedom. 
A few months ago the influ ential 
and wealthy Ford Fou ndation issu ed 
the resu lts of a three-y ear, $4 million 


stu dy called “A Time To Choose 
America’s Energy Fu tu re.” It was 
hailed by v ariou s ex perts, gov ern­ 
ment officials and members of Con­ 
gress for pointing the way toward a 
logical, long-range energy policy for 
the United States. 
Bu t does it really ? 
A closer look and a carefu l analy ­ 
sis produ ced by a small, new fou n­ 
dation, the Institu te for Contempo­ 
rary Stu dies, in San Francisco, 
takes sharp issu e with the Ford 
stu dy . 
Trenchantly titled “No Time To 
Confu se,” the analy sis is the work of 
10 highly respected economists and 
political scientists. What it con­ 
clu des is that the Ford stu dy merely 
offers u s more of the same kind of 
“solu tions” that big gov ernment ad­ 
v ocates hav e been handing u s all 
along: controls ov er produ ction, dis­ 
tribu tion and prices; mandatory 
gu idelines; and proposals that aim 
not at finding and dev eloping enou gh 
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energy sou rces to allow America to 
be independent and to continu e to 
grow and ex pand, bu t rather at lim ­ 
iting energy consu mption and con­ 
trolling how each one of u s u ses it. 
In fact, “No Time To Confu se” 
finds that the au thors of “A Time To 
Choose” are more interested in pre­ 
senting their own v iews of how they 
think the world shou ld be than they 
are in dev eloping an energy policy 
that will fu nction well within the 
framework of ou r free enterprise 
sy stem. Prof. M. Bru ce Johnson, in 
his segment of “No Time To Con­ 
fu se,” charges blu ntly that the Ford 
stu dy is no more than “a v ehicle for 
the au thors’ v iews on income redis­ 
tribu tion and env ironmental 
ac­ 
tion.” 
Bu t ev en worse, in the v iew of 
Prof. William H. Riker, is the kind of 
ideology that motiv ates the au thors 
of the Ford stu dy . 
“This kind of ideology is u sed to 
ju stify the ex istence of a planned so­ 
ciety which works, if it works at all, 
only in the contex t of a police state. 
Mu ch of the ordinary workaday life 
wou ld hav e to be made illegal to 
force society to make fu el conserv a­ 
tion the highest priority . We cou ld 
make ‘energy conserv ation a m atter 
of the highest national priority ’ as 
the report u rges Congress to do, bu t 
the kind of life for which we con­ 
serv ed it wou ld not be v ery attrac­ 
tiv e.” 
Like his fellow au thors of “No 
Time To Confu se,” Riker is a m aster 
of u nderstatement. What the au thors 
of the Ford stu dy seem to be looking 
toward is a society where ev ery thing 
that isn’t prohibited is compu lsory . 
Isn’t it time that Americans be­ 
gan to demand that their gov ern­ 
ment leaders seek solu tions that lib­ 
erate u s rather than control u s? Ap­ 
parently , the Ford Fou ndation “ex ­ 
perts” don’t think so.

Once again, the ev idence 
against that is v ery simple and 
v ery clear. In the first place, if 
agricu ltu re was being especially 
ex ploited, y ou wou ld ex pect the 
nu mber of people on farm s to go 
down, bu t the nu mber of people on 
farms rose by leaps and bou nds 
du ring the 19 th Centu ry . If agri­ 
cu ltu re was in a bad state and be­ 
ing ex ploited y ou wou ld ex pect 
the price of farm land to go down, 
bu t the price of farm land went u p 
rapidly . Certainly , the prices of 
farm produ cts did go down. Bu t 
they went down becau se the great 
fertile areas of the Middle West 
w ere being opened 
u p and 
brou ght into produ ction. Ou tpu t 
was growing rapidly , the cost of 
produ cing farm crops was going 
down thanks to great technologi­ 
cal innov ation in the form of reap­ 
ers and the other agricu ltu ral 
m achinery that m any of y ou 
know abou t, and the cost of trans­ 
portation was falling. The resu lt 


of this was a great ou t pou ring of 
produ ction which produ ced a de­ 
cline in the prices of farm prod­ 
u cts at the sam e time that it pro­ 
du ced a v ery rapid rise in the in­ 
comes of farm ers and indu ced 
many people to enter farming. 
On a v ery different aspect of 
this ex perience, was it a period of 
heartless monopoly capitalism? 
Strange to say , it was the greatest 
period of priv ate eleemosy nary 
activ ity in the history of the Unit­ 
ed States. The period of u nre­ 
strained ru gged indiv idu alism 
was a period when the modern 
ty pe of nonprofit commu nity hos­ 
pital was first established and de­ 
v eloped. It was the period of the 
Carnegie 
Libraries and 
their 
spread throu gh the philanthropy 
of Andrew Carnegie. It was the 
period when so many colleges 
were 
fou nded 
throu ghou t 
the 
cou ntry in the Middle West. Rock­ 
ford College was fou nded in 1847, 
somewhat before the main period 
I am speaking abou t, bu t it re­ 
flected ex actly the same tenden­ 
cy . This was a period of the fou nd­ 
ing of the Society for Prev ention 
of Cru elty to Animals, and the 
spread of foreign missions. There 
was no income tax , no dedu ctibili­ 
ty of contribu tions from income 
tax , so what people spent on char­ 
ity cam e ou t of their pocket and 
not, as now, largely ou t of tax es 
they wou ld otherwise pay . And 
y et—or shou ld I say becau se—in 
ev ery aspect of priv ate charitable 
eleemosy nary activ ity , it was a 
boom period 
So, I believ e that the generally 


accepted historical pictu re of the 
19 th Centu ry is an ex traordinary 
my th. Years ago I wrote a book 
with a collaborator on the mone­ 
tary history of the United States. 
In the cou rse of writing the book I 
read a great many of the general 
histories of the 19 th Centu ry . As 
an economist, I was simply ap­ 
palled by the lev el of ignorance of 
economic m atters that was dis­ 
play ed in those history books, by 
the ex tent to which the historians 
were willling to take the cries and 
the claims of reform ers and polit­ 
ical agitators for reality . Ev ery ­ 
body , of cou rse, alway s wants to 
improv e his lot. Ev ery body wou ld 
like to see the price of the things 
he sells go u p, and the price of 
things he bu y s go down. Bu t since 
what one man sells another man 
bu y s, that’s hardly a feasible situ ­ 
ation. We find the same inconsist­ 
ency today when people talk 
abou t inflation. W hat people 
mean by inflation is not the rise in 
their own wages bu t the rise in the 
prices other people are charging 
them. And that was the case in the 
19 th Centu ry . The people who 
were in the Greenback and the 
Popu list mov ement were say ing, 
“we want to do still better,” bu t 
the historians tended to take their 
ex aggerated objections for reali­ 
ty . 


That’s my th Nu mber 1, a my th 
which has done enormou s harm, 
in my opinion, by leading people 
not to recognize the tru e sou rces 
of the strength of this cou ntry and 
the tru e origins of ou r greatness.

three million years 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
News from Labrador indicates 
that the spades of the archaeologists 
alway s seem to be confou nding what 
we know abou t where we came 
from. 
Palaeoanthropologists stu dy hu ­ 
man ev olu tion. Using the astrou nd- 
ing Radio-Carbon 14 method, u ni­ 
v ersally accepted as conclu siv e, 
they confirm Africa’s plains to be 
the crib of mankind. 
The key —su pported by ex cav a­ 
tions at Ethiopia’s Afar, north of Ad­ 
dis Ababa, and Keny a’s East Ru dolf, 
north of Nairobi—was the ex cav a­ 
tion of the so-called Zinj Man in Tan­ 
zania’s Oldu v ai Gorge. 
It established hu mans on ou r 
earth 1.75 million y ears ago—a fu ll 
1.5 million y ears earlier than Asia’s 
Peking Man. 
Bu t new ev idence by Keny a’s Dr. 
Richard Leakey alter this. It su g­ 
gests tha t relativ ely intelligent 
“near m an,” called Au stralopith- 
eou s, inhabited these plains in com­ 
plex societies and inv ented stone 
tools at least three million y ears 
ago. 
This is 1.25 million y ears earlier 
than the Zinj Man. 
We, of cou rse, are v ertebrates. 
How does it happen we su rv iv ed? 
Palaeoanthropologists and archae­ 
ologists hav e discov ered more than 
2,500 v ertebrate families in the 
world’s fossil records. Abou t two- 
thirds of them hav e died withou t 
su ccessors. 
Bu t ev en among the su rv iv ors, 
nearly three million y ears passed 
before we commu nicated sy stem ati­ 
cally with each other in writing, a 


little nov elty the Chinese were tin­ 
kering with 10,000 y ears ago. 
In ou r earlierst day s there were 
not many of u s and ou r liv es were 
tragically short. The av erage life 
span of the Stone Age man was 20 
y ears. 
Scattered throu ghou t the 
world there were probably fewer 
people than liv e now in a small-size 
city . Ev en at the time of British 
Qu een Elizabeth I there were still 
only an estim ated 500 million people 
in the world. Ev en by the 17 th cen­ 
tu ry , Britain had only one town ex ­ 
ceeding 30,000 popu lation. 
Ou r earth is some 4.5 billion 
y ears old. Before the continents 
broke apart abou t 250 million y ears 
ago, at the beginning of the age of 
the dinosau rs, Africa, Au stralia, 
Antarctica, North and Sou th Ameri­ 
ca, etc., were a solid land mass. 
The Bering Sea was a land 
bridge. The bridge was abou t 1,800 
miles wide—more than half the 
width of today ’s United States. And 
palaeoanthropologists say the first 
Americans came across this bridge. 
This was abou t 40,000 y ears ago. 
The people were following the ani­ 
mals to North America. 
Their trav els were slow. They 
had neither horses nor wheels. Ala­ 
ska and ou r Pacific Northwest were 
steam ing ju ngles. It was difficu lt to 
wander throu gh them. And it was 
not u ntil these men and women got 
to Mex ico that a high civ ilization 
(M ay an) was dev eloped. 
TTie Incas were actu ally latecom­ 
ers in Peru . TTie Chav in cu ltu re 
dates from only abou t 1200 B.C. The 
city of Cu zco was not fou nded u ntil 
1100 A.D. Bu t certainly these first 


Americans trav eled as far as Peru . 
The resu lts of the astou nding 
Radio-Carbon 14 method show that 
men were liv ing in Peru at least 22,- 
000 y ears ago. Their bones predate 
the saber-tooth tiger, which has been 
ex tinct abou t 14,000 y ears. 


Now there is news from near Se- 
gek Fiord, Labrador, that men and 
women were also on ou r E ast coast 
mu ch earlier than su pposed. 
Scandinav ians and others were 
tansv ersing the North Atlantic y ear­ 
ly in the 8 th centu ry . They were 
searching for mankind’s earliest bo­ 
nanza, the whale. 
Eric the Red discov ered North 
America in 9 85 A.D. Snorri, Norwe­ 
gian Thorfinn K arlsefni’s m ale 
child, was born in Greenland in 9 22; 
the first Eu ropean known definitely 
to hav e been born in America; pre­ 
cisely 500 y ears before Colu mbu s 
reached the West Indies. 
The spades of the archaeologists, 
hav e fou nd near Segek Fiord the 
bones of people they call Archaics. 
The Radio-Carbon 14 method shows 
that these date back abou t 5,000 
y ears—to abou t when Egy pt’s first 
py ramids were bu ilt and the Hang­ 
ing Gardens of Baby lon were land­ 
scaped. 
Palaeoanthropologists feel able 
to prov e that Archaics from Labra­ 
dor were scattered across a v ast 
area of what is now the United States 
as far sou th as Florida and west as 
far as Tex as and Minnesota. 
The sands of time may grind fine 
bu t the archaeologists’ spades and 
the palaeoanthropologists’ work 
make the sands meaningfu l.

Unit pricing is an answer to 
the dilemma shoppers have 
faced for years: the jumble of 
odd package sizes, weights and 
prices. Which is better, 165 
square feet of “ Super Soak” 
paper towels for 38 cents or 18 
square feet of “ Wonder Wipe” 
towels for 45 cents? The 
problem is compounded by the 


fact that this sort of annoying 
arithmetic must be repeated 
time and again. There are some 
59 different sizes of cookies, 16 
sizes of cereal, 9 sizes of laun­ 
dry soap. 
Enter unit pricing. On the 
shelf, underneath those paper 
towels, you’ll find a unit price 
label. It tells you the price per 


100 square feet. For this stan­ 
dard quantity, Super Soaks are 
23 cents. Wonder Wipes 25 
cents. Now you know that Super 
Soaks are cheaper, so you buy 
them, unless there’s a d if­ 
ference in quality that out­ 
weighs the price difference

How do you turn theories of 
good nutrition into a reality 
without tearing your pocket- 
book to shreds? A few key 
techniques of superm arket 
strategy are: 
—Use store brands. 
—Buy in large quantitites. 
—Go after true bargains. 
—Read the labels. 
—Check unit prices. 
Store brands aren’t always 
cheaper than “ name” brands of 
canned or frozen goods, but 
they usually are. They may 
taste just as good as better- 
known brands; the only way to 
know is to try. The savings can 
be considerable. 
Next, consider increasing the 
quantities in which you pur­ 
chase your food. A lot of items 
are cheaper if purchased by the 
dozen, keg, sack, barrel or box 
instead of one portion at a time. 
Buy large cans, if you can 
possibly use them. Go after true 
bargains and resist the siren 
lures of the store’s display and 
packaging practices. Do shop 
the ads and pay attention to 
sales. The store may take a loss 
on an advertised item to bring 
you in. But the items displayed 
most allurgingly once you’re 
there are probably those on 
which they have the fattest 
markup. For bargains, reach 
up or down or look in the cor­ 
ners. 
Read the labels. This may 
seem like an obvious or even in­ 
sulting injunction. But the fact 
is too many shoppers don’t , And 
even people who do read labels 
don’t always know how to take 
full advantage of what’s printed 
there. Take a can or package of 
“ mushroom soup.” A lot of peo­ 
ple assume that the law re­ 
quires one of its main in- 
gedients to be 
mushrooms. 
That’s not so, although the laws 
are moving in that direction 
and maybe we’ll get there some 
day. For the time being, it’s 
possible to pick up a package of 


mushroom soup like the one we 
encountered recently. It sold 
for $2.99 a pound, a little arith­ 
metic told us. And on the side of 
the box, the ingredients were 
listed. Spray-dried vegetable 
fat came first. That’s made up 
of quite a batch of things — 
vegetable fat, corn syrup 
solids, sodium caseinate, mono- 
and diglycerides, dipottassium 
phosphate, 
sodium 
silico 
aluminate and artificial flavor 
and color. After that came 10 
more ingredients, including 
salt and vegetable gum. Then, 
way down at the bottom, were 
dehydrated mushrooms and 
caramel color. 
What 
some people don’t 
realize is that manufacturers 
are required to list ingedients in 
descending order, according to 
the weights of each ingredient 
contained in the product. What 
you see first is what you get 
most of. So a more accurate 
name for the mixture described 
above would have been not 
mushroom 
soup 
but 
spray- 


dried vegetable fat soup. 
Reading labels not only tells 
you the ingredients in order of 
weight, it also gives you 
nutritional information. Under 
rules promulgated by the Food 
and Drug Administration, any 
food processor or packager that 
makes nutritional claims or 
that adds nutrients to a product 
must provide nutritional infor­ 
mation on the product’s label. 
This information follows a 
standard format. First comes 
the size of one serving or por­ 
tion. Then, the number of por­ 
tions in the container. After 
that come the number of 
calories per portion; then the 
amount 
of 
protein, 
c a r­ 
bohydrate and fat in each por­ 
tion expressed in grams. (It 
doesn’t really matter if you’re 
unfam iliar 
with 
m etric 
measurements. The point of the 
information is really to let you 
compare the portions of the 
nutrients in the product and to 
let you compare one brand’s 
nutrional 
m erits 
against 


another’s.) 
Follow ing that basic in ­ 
formation, the label will give 
the product’s percentage of the 
United 
States 
recommended 
daily allow ance 
(R D A ) of 
various vitamins and minerals. 
The RDA — set by the National 
Academy of Sciences — is the 
daily intake of each nutrient 
that is believed to be desirable 
for from 95 to 99 per cent of the 
population. 
The label must tell you what 
percentage of this recommend­ 
ed level the product in question 
will provide for each ui eight 
nutrients: protein, vitamin A, 
vitamin C , thiamin, riboflavin, 
niacin, calcium and iron. If, for 
exam ple, 
the 
label 
says 
“riboflavin . . . 10,” that means 
one serving of the product 
provides 10 per cent of the 
riboflavin you need for the day. 
A final element in successful 
super market strategy is using 
unit pricing. The way unit pric­ 
ing works varies from place to 
place. Some states require it;

Livestock Waste Regulations 
are expected to go into effect in 
Illinois by mid-1975, according 
to Russell T. Odell, member of 
the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board. 
Speaking at the recent Third 
International 
Symposium 
on 
Livestock 
Wastes 
at 
the 
University of Illinois, Odell said 
the Board is awaiting a letter 
from the administrator of the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency approving the Illinois 
Livestock Waste Regulations. 
The economic impact of con­ 
trolling pollution from livestock 
feedlots may cause a decrease 
in the number of small live­ 
stock 
enterprises, 
an 
ac­ 
celerated shift to confinement 
production systems, and a shift 
of enterprises to drier climates, 
Odell pointed out. 
The long-range impact on 
supply of livestock products 
and costs to the consumer are 
expected to be small. However, 
the economic impact during the 
adjustm ent period may be 
rather severe — especially for 
some smaller livestock pro­ 
ducers. 
Illin o is 
Livestock 
W aste 
Regulations center on handling, 
storage, and field application of 
livestock wastes. 
The regulations specify that 
existing and new livestock 
facilities be constructed to pre- 


vent surface water from flow­ 
ing through feedlots. And runoff 
must be directed to disposal or 
storage areas. 
In addition, limits on the 
location of new livestock facili­ 
ties with regard to surface wa­ 
ters, flood plans, unsatisfactory 
soil conditions, and population 
centers are also covered in the 
regulations, noted Odell. 
The regulations establish a 
permit system under which 
livestock operators who house 
more than one-thousand animal 
units for 30 or more days a year 
are required to have a National 
P o l l u t a n t 
D i s c h a r g e 
Elimination 
System 
Perm it. 
Any of the following rep­ 
resents one-thousand animal 
units: 1,000 cattle; 700 mature 
dairy cows; 2,500 hogs over 55 
pounds; 
10,000 sheep; 30,000 
layers with liquid manure; or 


100,000 layers with continuous 
overflow waterer. 
Smaller operations are not 
required to have a permit un­ 
less the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (for those 
with 100 to 1,000 animal units) 
or the Pollution Ck>ntrol Board 
(for those with less than 100 
animal units) determine that 
the 
facility 
is 
violating 
or 
threatening to violate the 
regulations. 
The achievement of pollution 
abatement will involve action 
and understanding by many 
people, said Odell. Farm ers 
and representatives of public 
agencies 
have 
been 
cooperatively involved in the 
development of these regula­ 
tions, Odell said. And he called 
for continued support and 
cooperation in implementing 
the regulations.

By FRANCES G. REEVERTS 
Lee Co. Extension Adviser 
Du ring May, health organiza­ 
tions and agencies at local, 
state and national levels are 
focu sing attention on Pu blic 
Health Enemy No. 1. 
Dr. 
Law rence 
O’R eilly, 
University of Illinois Extension 
health edu cator, reports that an 
estimated 23 million Americans 
are victims of this disorder. 
Abou t half of this nu mber 
aren't aware of their problem. 
One reason is that this condition 
u su ally cau ses no symptoms. 
That is, u ntil it leads to seriou s 
damage in the body. 
It will be directly responsible 
for abou t 60,000 deaths this 
year. Indirectly it will be impli­ 
cated in many of the two million 
strokes expected in 197 5. Du r­ 
ing that same period. Pu blic 
Health Enemy No. 1 will be a 
major contribu tor to 600,000 
heart disease deaths and 60,000 
fatalities from kidney disease. 
If you haven’t gu essed by 
now, hypertension (high blood 
pressu re) is Pu blic Enemy No. 
1. Approximately one-half of 
the people who have high blood 
pressu re do not realize they 
have it. As many as one-half of 
these who know they are hyper­ 
tensive are not u nder treatment 
for their condition. Two million 
people will su ffer strokes this 
year and an estimated 200,0(X) 
of these victims will die. High 
blood pressu re is the leading 
cau se of strokes. According to 
O’Reilly, three basic steps are 
necessary for controlling the 
problem: 
1. Get you r blood pressu re 
checked and u nderstand viliat 
the nu mbers mean. Even chil­ 
dren can have the disease and 
therefore 
blood 
pressu re 
checks are important for all 
ages. 
2. If you r blood pressu re is 
high, team u p with a physician 


to get it u nder control. A doctor 
may recommend medication 
and related treatm ents in­ 
clu ding losing weight, u sing 
less salt, and engaging in 
moderate exercise. 
3. If you know you have high 
blood pressu re, bu t have step­ 
p e following a physician’s 
directions, it is important to get 
back u nder care and to resu me 
treatm ent.

If you printed a 
list of famou s people who have 
had severe bou ts of depression 
it wou ld read like Who’s Who. 
Newspapers are fu ll of stories 
abou t su icides and homicides. 
Lord alone knows how many 
deaths from “natu ral cau ses” 
were actu ally planned in ad­ 
vance. 
The symptoms of depression 
are not always the obviou s 
ones. In fact some depressed 
people can pu t on a very good 
front. The things to look for are 
changes in personality, sleep­ 
ing habits, u nju stified accu sa­ 
tions, feelings of being perse­ 
cu ted and abnormal hostility. 
People who su ddenly 
show 
these traits need medical atten­ 
tion. 
I needn’t tell you , Miss Lan­ 
ders, that there aren’t enou gh 
psychiatrists to go arou nd. Al­ 
so, many medical doctors don’t 
know how to recognize the signs 
of depression. They cou ld u se 
some refresher cou rses. 
There are excellent dru gs 
available that can help lift peo­ 
ple ou t of depressions. A rela­ 
tive of mine who was very near­ 
ly non-fu nctional is now on a 
dru g that has made it poss’ble 
for her to go to work every day 
and be a wife and mother. 
Please enlighten the u nen­ 
lightened. —Up With People 
Dear Up: Everything you say 
is tru e, bu t I mu st cau tion my 
readers against believing that a 
dru g can cu re depression. Med­ 
ication can be very helpfu l in 
getting a depressed 
person 
throu gh a crisis, bu t to depend 
on di^gs as a way of life is 
merely masking the symptoms 
and it does nothing to solve the 
problem. 
For individu als who expe- 


rience radical personality 
changes or go into emotional 
tailspins, I recommend first a 
thorou gh physical examination 
to make su re there is no organic 
or neu rological problem. TTh»i, 
if the doctor su ggests dru gs to 
help, I wou ld say, “Fine, go 
ahead.” Dru gs CAN get the pa­ 
tient throu gh the difficu lt peri­ 
od, bu t stick to the prescribed 
dosage and qu it when the doc­ 
tor says, “No more.” 
Dear Ann ¡.jinders: My hu s; 
band and I are desperate for aii 
answer. YOUR kind of answer. 
Short and to the point. What can 
we say when ou r two chUdroi. 
ages 22 and 24, say, “You haa 
u s.

Upturn in cattle 
• prices to continue 


i WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
•Prices of grain-fed cattle have 
.gone up about 50 per cent from 
.their depressed levels of last 
winter and livestock economists 
ih the Agriculture Department 
Say the upturn probably will 
Continue 
for 
several 
more 
weeks. 
“ TTiat doesn’t mean we won’t 
see some back and forth move­ 
ment,” George Hoffman of the 
department’s Economic 
Re­ 
search Service told a reporter. 
“ But it looks now like these 
prices will peak out in late May 
or early June.” 
Last week some choice-grade 
steers sold in Omaha for more 
than $48 per 100 pounds, com­ 
pared with a low range of $30 
to $32 per hundredweight in 
February and early March. 
* On a quarterly basis, Omaha 
choice steer prices in Ja ­ 
nuary March averaged $35.72 
per 100 pounds, the lowest in 
piore than three years. 
' If the higher trend in fed 
cattle prices continues a while 
as USDA thinks, prices could 
exceed the 1974 peaks of around 
$49 per 100 pounds set briefly 
fast summer before they de­ 
clined precipitiously through 
most of the fall and winter. 
Hoffman said that if farmers 
and ranchers have ample for­ 
age supplies from pastures and 
ranges it looks now as if cattle

prices will hold up fairly well 
through the remainder of this 
year despite anticipated de­ 
clines from current levels. 
But if feed supplies dry up, 
he said, that could force many 
more cattle to market pre­ 
maturely and cause the market 
to break much more sharply 
than now expected. 
Department experts do not 
foresee a quick buildup in feed- 
lot cattle numbers, however. 
Inventories of grain-fed cattle 
have shrunk the past year or so 
because of high feed costs in 
relation to market prices. 
As of April 1, for example, 
feedlot inventories in 23 major 
beef producing states totaled 
fewer than 8.5 million head, 
down 31 per cent from a year 
earlier and 37 per cent below 
April 1, 1973. 
But so many cows and other 
cattle not fattened on grain 
have been marketed the past 
year that total beef production 
has been at record levels. 
In 1974, according to a new 
USDA review of meat produc­ 
tion, beef output totaled 23.1 
billion pounds, a nine per cent 
gain from 1973. Veal output 
jumped 36 per cent to 486 mil­ 
lion pounds, reflecting a big in­ 
crease in calf slaughter. 
The trend is continuing this 
year although at a somewhat 
lesser rate.

“The ERA is our No. 1 prior­ 
ity," said Rep. Margaret Heck­ 
ler. R-Mass., who with TV-film 
star Alan Alda heads the com­ 
mission’s study group on the 
ERA. 
“ International Women’s Year 
is not going to be able to ac­ 
complish the ratification of the 
ERA itself but hopefully will 
help it,” she said. 
“ I think we have to raise 
money for the ERA because a 
great deal of propaganda has 
been distributed at tremendous 
expense 
to 
spread 
around 
myths and it takes money to 
contradict them,” she said. 
In addition, she said in an in­ 
terview, the commission in­ 
tends to find ways to reach out 
to 
women 
not 
traditionally 
thought to be supporters of the 


feminist movement, to convince 
them the ERA will help them. 
“ I ’m talking about factory 
workers as well as garden club 
ladies, teachers and legisla­ 
tors,” she said. 
The ERA would amend the 
Constitution to ban sex dis­ 
crimination. 
The Illinois House last week 
approved the ERA which now 
goes to the state Senate. How­ 
ever, most ERA supporters 
concede the amendment is in 
trouble, with ratification unlike­ 
ly before 1977. 
North Dakota this year be­ 
came the 34th state to ratify 
the ERA. That total includes 
Tennessee and Nebraska, al­ 
though legislatures in those two 
states later voted to rescind 
their ratifications. 
The approval of four more 
states is needed prior to March 
1979 before the amendment can 
be adopted. 
Five state legislatures re­ 
jected it this spring. 
If 38 states eventually ratify 
the amendment, Congress then 
would have to decide whether

and 
Nebraska as part of the total. 
Legislatures in both states first 
ratified the amendment but 
then subsequently voted to res­ 
cind that ratification. 
Some constitutional special­ 
ists contend a state’s duty ex­ 
pires upon ratification and that 
there is no provision for un­ 
doing that action. 
Rep. Heckler and Rep. Bella 
Abzug, D-N.Y., said they saw 
no likelihood Congress would 
permit a recision. While the 
recision question is being de­ 
bated in Congress, the search 
for more ratifying votes in the 
remaining states could continue 
until the March 1979 deadline. 
Pat Keefer. ERA coordinator 
for Common Cause, said there 
were remote chances that some 
states could ratify the ERA in. 
1976 but she said those states 
are the same ones where legis­ 
latures either blocked it or 
didn’t take action this year.

Any ind iv id u al who is 65 or old er, or who is d isabled , and 
u S 
anPu ^ hou sehold income of less than $10 000 
shou ld ap p ly for the benefits of this p rogram. Of co u rse’ 
y ou mu st be a resid ent of Illinois at the time y ou file a 
claim, 
This p rogram will p rov id e annu al cash grants ranging 
from $50 to $100, d ep end ing on income. The original intent 
of the bill was to p rov id e a rebate for sales tax d ollars 
sp ent on food , fu el, clothing and med icine. 
In o rd er to ap p ly for these grants, y ou mu st fill ou t the 
same form that has been u sed for the p ast three y ears to 
ap p ly for “circu it breaker” benefits— a tax relief p ro­ 
gram for eld erly and d isabled home owners and renters 
Don’t be confu sed by the title of the form, which say s 
“Senior Citizens and Disabled Persons Prop erty Tax Re­ 
lief.” The benefits are av ailable to renters as well as to 
those who own homes. And the $50 to $100 grants will be 
av ailable to v irtu ally any senior or d isabled p erson in Illi­ 
nois whose hou sehold income is less than $10,000. Abou t 
5 00,000 hou sehold s in the state shou ld be aware of this new 
tax relief p rogram, for they are eligible. 
Ap p lication forms can be obtained from the Dep art­ 
ment of Rev enu e (1-800-252-8972 toll-free) or y ou can call 
the Senior Action Center HOTLINE. Forms can also be 
fou nd in many local gov ernment offices, from Area Agen­ 
cies on Aging, in banks, and throu gh senior citizens’ o r­ 
ganizations. Renters can ap p ly immed iately . Home own­ 
ers mu st wait u ntil they receiv e their 1974 tax bills. (The 
tax bill is not u sed to calcu late the “sales tax ” grant, bu t it 
is need ed to d etermine whether or not y ou q u alify for 
regu lar circu it breaker benefits.) 


Who are some of the p eop le who are not eligible for 
circu it breaker grants bu t who can receiv e the new $50 to 
$100 grants?— E. B. 
Dear Mrs. B: 
Resid ents of p u blic hou sing, and resid ents of nu rsing 
homes which are tax -ex emp t, may not ap p ly for circu it 
breaker grants. Eld erly or d isabled p ersons who liv e with 
child ren and d o not p ay rent may not ap p ly for the circu it 
breaker, either. All of these p eop le shou ld now make ap ­ 
p lication for cash grants u nd er the new p ro gram. It will 
still be necessary to u se the old forms, thou gh. This is a 
p articu larly imp ortant p oint: there are thou sand s of Illi­ 
noisans who hav e u sed this form in the p ast. Many of them 
hav e d iscov ered that they were ineligible to file an ap p li­ 
cation. Others fou nd ou t that ev en thou gh they cou ld ap p ly 
for tax relief, they were entitled to no grant becau se of the 
formu la inv olv ed . None of these p ersons shou ld be d is­ 
cou raged from u sing the same form to seek benefits u nd er 
the new p rogram for which they will be eligible. 


I rent an ap artment, and I hav e alread y sent in my 
circu it breaker form for 1974. What mu st I d o to get the 
new grant?— M. H. 
Dea r Mr. H: 
Nothing. The Dep artment of Rev enu e will ru n a com­ 
p u ter check on all renters whose circu it breaker ap p lica­ 
tions hav e alread y been p rocessed . The ad d itional grants 
will be mailed au tomatically . The p rogram is being set u p 
so that eld erly and d isabled p ersons will ap p ly for both the 
circu it breaker and the new grant at the same time and on 
the same form. It shou ld be u nd erstood , howev er, that the 
grants mad e will in many instances actu ally stem from 
two so u rces—the “p rop erty tax ” relief asp ect of the regu ­ 
lar circu it breaker and the new p rogram which thou sand s 
of old er Illinoisans hav e come to id entify with “sales tax ” 
rebates.

Dea r Mr. G: 
This change has nothing 
to 
d o with the new 
grant p rogram bu t with the p re-ex isting circu it breaker 
p ro gram. Und er that p rogram, renters hav e been allowed 
to cou nt 25 p er cent of their annu al rent as the eq u iv alent 
of p rop erty tax es when filing a claim. In other word s, if a 
p erson p aid $125 a month in rent ($1,5 00 a y ear), 25 p er 
cent of that, or $375, wou ld be u sed as the eq u iv alent of 
p rop erty tax es and wou ld be p lu gged into a formu la to d e­ 
termine the amou nt of the grant. The bill ju st signed into 
law increases the allowable p ercentage from 25 to 30 p er 
cent. The p erson abov e wou ld be allowed to cou nt $450 of 
his annu al rent as the eq u iv alent of p rop erty tax es. Tlu s 
change will mean increased circu it breaker grants tor 
renters. It will also make more renters eligible for 
grants. This increase in benefits ap p lies to the tax y ears 
1974 and bey ond . Howev er, since most renters hav e al­ 
read y su bmitted ap p lications for 1974, the increased bene­ 
fits will be p aid retroactiv ely in 1976. Renters need not o 
any thing more than fill ou t the forms as they alway s hav e^ 
The Dep artment of Rev enu e will comp u te the amou nt of 
the grant, as well as calcu late the retroactiv e benefits. 
You can leav e the mathematics to them!

as I do that 2 70 pounds is a lot to 
hang on. 
Between each vertebra there 
is a sm all cushion-like struc­ 
ture containing the intraverte- 
bral disk to help even light­ 
weights withstand the shock of 
normal walking and daily ac­ 
tivity. Heavy people tend to 
wear out or dam age these 
structures more easily than 
light-weight people. 
Also, sudden strain as you 
may have encountered in arm 
wrestling or with lifting can 
cause a sudden rupture of a 
disk. 
You’ll need to lose weight. I 
hope you will go to a doctor. A 
complete examination is the 
only way you will be able to tell 
the exact nature of your pain. 
Meanwhile I think you should 
stop your exercises that involve 
stretching, bending or lifting 
You can start and continue a 
good walking program to help 
you during the long period of 
weight reduction that you must 
have to avoid further health 
problems.

DEAR DR. LAMB- I am a 
fem ale, 2 6, and som e 2 70 
pounds. Other than the obesity, 
I am in very good health except 
for one ailment that has alarmed 
me enough to write to you. 
For the past month I have 
been a regular watcher of a Yo­ 
ga health program. 
I can’t 
praise it enough Every exer­ 
cise is done slowly, deliberately 
and without strain. Great! E x ­ 
cept I get strained no matter 
how “ easy” I am on myself. It’s 
my back, Doc. 
I figures I was just out of 
shape and I should expect some 
discomfort. Then I figured (as 
does my fam ily) that it’s my 
being fat that caused it. Almost 
any physical problem I’ve ever 
had has been attributed to my 
being heavy, no matter what. I 
swallowed that when I was 
young, but now I question a 
blanket statement like that. 
I took it easy for a couple of 
days, then like a fool I arm 
wrestled with a friend just for 
fun. He beat me easily and the 
session lasted 
maybe 
three 
minutes, but by the next day I 
was in a very bad way Aspirin 
saw me through it plus using a 
water bed at night. It lasted 
about a week 
Now, whenever I stretch my 
spine with any exercise it caus­ 
es discomfort like inflamma­ 
tion from my neck clear down 
to my bottom. Is it possible that 
this is an early warning sign of 
arthritis? Should I continue my 
gentle exercise in spite of my 
discomfort? How can my condi­ 
tion be diagnosed for sure9 I 
can’t afford a bunch of non-con- 
clusive tests. If it sounds like 
arthritis will a great weight re­ 
duction really do any good? 
Could this problem be due 
solely to being heavy? I would 
appreciate any information you 
may have, especially if it’s “ all 
in my head.” 
DEAR R E A D E R - Wow! 
Two-hundred-seventy 
pounds 
and you want to know if that 
can be the cause of your back 
pain. 
I doubt if you have arthritis, 
but you could have an injury to 
your spine with all that weight. 
Think of your spine as a pole to 
hang things on. The more you 
hang on it the more strain it will
